by Chairman Harold D. Coo­ 
ley , D-N.C., of the Hou se Ag­ 
ricu ltu re Committee. 
The Senate bill called for 
two-y ear qu otas for foreign 
nations bu t Senate conferees 
y ielded on this. 
On the qu otas for foreign 
nations, which su pply abou t 
35% of the U.S. market, the 
compromise bill rou ghly split 
the differences between ori­ 
ginal Hou se and Senate allot­ 
ments. 
Domestic Increase 
D om e s t i c produ cers re­ 
ceiv ed a 580,000-ton increase, 
designed to redu ce heav y su r­ 
plu ses, and there was no dif­ 
ference of opinion on this. 
The Hou se passed the com­ 
promise 174 to 88; the Senate 
41-10. 
Before winding u p action 
on the last bills, the Senate 
confirmed, 49-14, the nomina­ 
tion of Dav id G. Br e s s as 
U.S. attorney for the District 
of Colu mbia. 
Normally confirmation of 
su ch a relativ ely minor nom­ 
ination is a rou tine affair bu t 
this time there was a three- 
hou r debate marked by a 
fresh flareu p ov er the Bobby 
Baker case. 
Baker qu it his job as sec­ 


retary of the Senate’s Demo­ 
cratic majority after his ou t­ 
side bu siness activ ities had 
been qu estioned. 
Cu rtis Hits It 
Sens. John J. Williams, R- 
Del., and Carl T. Cu rtis, R- 
Neb., attacked the nomina­ 
tion becau se Bress, as a 
Washington lawy er, once rep­ 
resented a v ending machine 
company in which Baker was 
the principal stockholder. 
In 10% months, this first 
session of the 89th Congress 
blazed new legislativ e trails 
as it implemented abou t 85% 
of President Johnson’s Great 
Society program. 
In the process, it s e t a 
peacetime record by approp­ 
riating $119.3 billion, a su m 
ex ceeded only in the first 
fu ll y e a r of World War II 
when $147 billion was v oted. 
Ev en so, the fu nds approv ed 
were $2.4 billion below White 
Hou se requ ests. 
Big Breakthrou ghs 
The major breakthrou ghs 
scored by the heav y Demo­ 
cratic majorities in 
bot h 
chambers—with some Repu b­ 
lican help—came on health 
care for the elderly and aid to 
elementary schools. 
B ot h 
these goals had been sou ght 
bu t nev er achiev ed by earlier 
administrations.

and the side windows to keep 
photographers from getting 
Wilkins’ pictu re. 
His parents also were in the 
car. His father, wiry , grey - 
haired Collie Wilkins Sr., held 
a hat in front of his face to 
keep from being photographed. 
The cou rtroom crowd ap­ 
plau ded noisily when th e 
ju ry ’s v erdict, acqu itting the 
y ou ng crew-cu t Klansman of 
the f i r s t degree mu rder 
charge in the killing of Mrs. 
Viola Liu zzo, 39, of Detroit, 
last March 25, was read by 
the circu it clerk, Mrs. Kelly 
Coleman.

Fool me once, a plague on you; fool 


me twice, a plague on me. Words to that 
effect are well known and have some ap- 
plication to the current situation involving 
the Lincoln Air Force Base. Now pending 
before various groups in the city is a pro- 
posal by Frederic R. Harris. Inc., of New 
York to undertake a Phase II study of the 
future of the Lincoln base after its deacti\ a- 
tion in the summer of 1966. 


This study would cost a maximum of 


$75000 The firm has already completed 


for the city a $20.000 
study of the base, its 
facilities, its economic 
impact upon the city 
and its possible future 


uses. But to put it very plainly, that study 
wasn't worth $20,000. It was a three-volume 
production which told us little that we did 
not already know and returned to us in writ- 
ten form a fair number of base uses, all of 
which had been previously discussed in pub- 
lic. In its form and detail, that study will 
be of some value but we paid through the 
nose for it. 


We should not get stuck twice. Mayor 


Dean Petersen has said we need the Phase 
II report proposed by the Harris firm and 
maybe we do. It would, so to speak, get to 
the meat of the subject, provide an opera- 
tional or caretaking organization that could 
be adopted and even assist in the securing 
of some actual new uses of the base. Ad- 
mittedly, it is hard to say that the mayor 
is wrong, that we don't need any further 
professional advice. 


At the same time, it is going to be the 


responsibility of the mayor, if he buys this 
Phase II package for Lincoln, to see to it 
that we are not pouring money down a rat- 
hole. We do not need and do not want 
another long study that only leads to an- 
other study and never to any results. We 
have plenty of studies on hand with which 
to line the shelves of city storage vaults. 


* 
Also, we have a substantial city govern- 


ment in terms of people whose job it is to 
run the affairs of the city in the public 
arena. Some people might ask if there are 
not people currently in the employ of the 
city who could not be put to work on this 
subject. We have, for instance, a planning 
department that is now a separate depart- 
ment of city government. This department 
now has enough to do, we are sure, to keep 
it busy but it might well be expanded into 
a planning and industrial development de- 
partment. Or, it might be enlarged into 
planning and metropolitan affairs with an 
eye on the base and the future. It could in- 


clude the field of relationships with the fed- 
eral government, with the state, the Air- 
port Authority and other local levels of gov- 
ernment. 


Within its pun lew could come the pro- 


posed development of a dam on the Piatte 
River near Ashland, the embryonic associa- 
tion of cities and towns in this area into a 
Southeast Nebraska complex, development 
of our soon to be wholly owned electric utili- 
ty and a host of other things. It could oper- 
ate in areas that are becoming increasing- 
ly important to us but which now gel, at 
best, only the part-time attention of a pub- 
lic official whose major responsibilities lie 
in another direction. We even have in Plan- 
ning Engineer Douglas Brogdcn a young 
and energetic man whose background would 
seem to make him well qualified to organ- 
ize and direct such an expanded operation. 


* 
If we go the route of the proposed Har- 


ris study, we will end up with an outline 
of action but still no means of carrying it 
out. What the Harris firm proposes to do 
sounds highly practical 
in a few in- 


stances and highly abstract in the main. 
It is the abstract end of things that con- 
cerns us. For $75,000 we should see some 
results and less fancy packaging. 


Thus, there are many things to consid- 


er in looking at this proposal. \o doubt we 
do need much of \\hat rs proposed in the 
Phase II study but is this the most advisable 
way of getting it and is the expense justi- 
fiable? And what do we do with the study 
once we have it? Can it be implemented 
with current resources of the city or will 
it still demand an expansion? 


Few would deny that the Air Base and 


its future constitute perhaps the biggest 


problem as well as po- 
tential that Lincoln has 
faced in a long time. 
The problem will nev- 
er be solved or t h e 


potential realized simply by sitting back 
and letting nature take its course. Thus, 
no great wave of criticism would be ex- 
pected if the Harris firm were retained for 
the proposed Phase II study. But it is 
hoped that such an undertaking would not 
find any stimulant in desperation and that 
it would be preceded with a full understand- 
ing of all facets of the picture before us. 


Time seems to have a way of making 


one less and less enamored with studies. 
The great fault of studies is that they are 
of value only to the extent of their imple- 
mentation. This serves as no indictment of 
those who make the study but it is a bur- 
den upon those who are responsible for hav- 
ing the study made.

Looking At The Near Future 


Life and points qf view are going to 


be greatly different in America 15 years 
from now, asserts the Research Institutes 
of America. 


The industrial and economic boom by 


1980, the Institute says, will give us a gross 
national product of $1.2 trillion, measured 
in 1960 dollars. This is almost twice what 
it is today. 


The typical family will have an income 


of $9,800, a half again greater than today. 


The nation will have a population of 


260 million. This will pack people in so 
rightly that a great new market will be 
opened—the market that provides privacy. 


The 65 and over population will increase 


29%, 
but our Social Security structure will 


be aided because the nation as a whole 
will increase 50 percent. 


Industrial techniques will change great- 


ly due to advances in nuclear energy and 
electronics, to say nothing of biological ad- 
vance in the life giving substances. Metal 
will be machined by laser-like rays which 
will knock off molecules. Workmen will be 
automated 
machine 
watchers. 
Physical 


work will largely be out of the picture and 
there will be shorter work weeks. 


Concepts of work will change radically. 


Man hours will be a meaningless way of 
measuring output and the so-called "Protes- 
tant ethic" of work for work's sake will go 
out of the window. It will be replaced by a 
a modern version of the ancient Greek view 
which calls for more time to improve life 
values. 


But the advanced world will draw far- 


ther away from "the backward world and 
that will make for more lesser dictatorships 
and more trouble.

Education Bill 


From The Washington Post 


The House and Senate have reached 


-agreement on the Higher Education bill. 
It is a most constructive measure and its 
enactment was of immense importance to 
round out the administration's education 
program. 


This is a complex measure embracing 


programs to help colleges deal with rural, 
urban and suburban problems, to strength- 
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en college libraries, to provide scholarships 
and loans for undergraduate students, to 
foster graduate study by teachers, to as- 
sist the construction of new college facili- 
ties and to create a National Teachers 
Corps. Like most pieces of legislation that 
have gone through the process of debate, 
accommodation and conference, it is imper- 
fect and subject to valid criticism by pro- 
ponents and opponents. Nevertheless it 
presents a sound, constructive and exceed- 
ingly useful program- It deserves the enthu- 
siastic support of all those who believe that 
education is an important factor in the vi- 
tality and strength of America. 


The chief objection to the Higher Ed- 


ucation bill agreed upon by the House-Sen- 
ate Conference Committee appeared to re- 
volve around the Teacher Corps. This 
Corps would operate, in point of fact, as 
an aid to elementary and secondary schools, 
rather than to colleges. It would authorize 
teaching teams made up of an experienced 
"master teacher" and three or four "ap- 
prentice teachers" who would furnish teach- 
ing services, when requested, in school 
districts with a high concentration of low- 
income families. 


These teaching teams would be Feder- 


al employes under Federal authority, al- 
though paid out of local school district funds, 
and entice have complained that this would 
ron.Nlitule an nn.liir .nlru^ion of Fe.leral an- 
thontv into l<v;il .school autononn The fear 
seems to us groundless.

WASHINGTON — W h e n 


Lyndon 
Johnson delivered 


his first message 
to Con- 


gress after becoming Presi- 
dent, the public saw two 
elderly men standing behind 
him — Sen. Carl Hayden of 
Arizona, aged 86, and Speak- 
er John McCormack of Bos- 
ton, aged 72. 


There being no vice presi- 


dent at that time, McCor- 
mack would have become 
President if anything had 
happened to Johnson. 


Many people wondered at 


that time what kind of man 
McCormack was and what 
kind of cooperation Presi- 
dent Johnson would get from 
him. 


Here 
was a 
president 


whose grandfather had been 
the Baptist preacher for Sam 
Houston, hero of the Lone 
Star state when Texas was 
still independent. On the oth- 
er side was the first Catho- 
lic speaker in history, a Bos- 
ton Irishman wvhose grand- 
parents on his father's side 
migrated from County Cork 
and his mother's side from 
County Kerry. When he was 
14 years old, McCormack's 
father, a stone mason, died, 
and eight of his brothers and 
sisters had been struck down 
by the flu epidemic of 1905-06 
and other diseases.

Yet these two men, of dif- 


ferent backgrounds, differ- 
ent religion, different up- 


bringing, have worked as a 
team in putting across some 
of the most important legis- 
lation of any Congress in 
history. 


There are various reasons 


for this, not all known to the 
public. One is that the speak- 
er is a team player and a 
very loyal one. Almost every 
Saturday 
he meets 
with 


some of the extreme right 
wing, men opposed to much 
that Lyndon Johnson stands 
fdr. But when it comes to 
loyalty, LBJ comes first. 


There may have b e e n 


times when John made an 
unwise decision, as when he 
opposed the President's re- 
quest to let Congress ad- 
journ for the White House 
reception instead of holding 
its feet to the beautification 
bill. But neVer has John 
made a disloyal decision. 


There is another factor: 


Southerners, including Lyn- 
don Johnson, have played a 
key role in McCormack's 
career. John Nance Garner 
of Texas was 
Democratic 


leader of the House when 
McCormack came to Wash- 
ington in 192$. Garner had 
some Irish blood in his own 
background and he took a 
liking to the young man 
from Massachusetts. 


John found himelf on the 


powerful Ways and Means 
Committee, where he made 
another friend, Gene Cox of 
Georgia. Gene was a mil- 
itant conservative, but he 
swung the decisive votes for 
McCormack, a liberal, when 
the latter was first elected

Fool me once, a plague on you; fool 
me twice, a plague on me. Words to that 
effect are well known and have some ap­ 
plication to the current situation involving 
the Lincoln Air Force Base. Now pending 
b efore various groups in the city is a pro­ 
posal b y Frederic R. Harris. Inc.. of New 
York to undertake a Phase II study of the 
future of the Lincoln b ase after its deactiva­ 
tion in tlie summer of 1966 
This study would cost a nia.xinium of 
$75,000. The firm has already completed 
for the city a $20.000 
study of the b ase, its 
facilities, its economic 
impact upon the city 
and its possib le future 
uses. But to put it very plainly, that study 
wasn’t worth $20,000. It was a three-volume 
production which told us little that we did 
not already know and returned to us in writ­ 
ten form a fair numb er of b ase uses, all of 
which had b een previously discussed in pub ­ 
lic. In its form and detail, that study will 
b e of some value b ut we paid through the 
nose for it. 
We should not get stuck twice. Mayor 
Dean Petersen has said we need the Phase 
II report proposed b y the Harris firm and 
mayb e we do. It would, so to speak, get to 
the meat of the sub ject, provide an opera­ 
tional or caretaking organtzation that could 
b e adopted and even assist in the securing 
of some actual new uses of the b ase. .Ad­ 
mittedly, it is hard to say that the mayor 
is wrong, that we don’t need any further 
professional advice. 
At the same time, it is going to b e tiie 
responsib ility of the mayor, if he b uys this 
Phase II package for Lincoln, to see to it 
that we are not pouring money down a rat- 
hole. 
We do not need and do not want 
another long study that only leads to an­ 
other study and never to any results. We 
have plenty of studies on hand with which 
to line the shelves of city storage vaults. 
★ 
Also, we have a sub stantial city govern­ 
ment in terms of people whose job it is to 
run the affairs of the city in the pub lic 
arena. Some people might ask if there are 
not people currently in the employ of the 
city who could not b e put to work on this 
sub ject. We have, for instance, a planning 
department that is now a separate depart­ 
ment of city government. This department 
now has enough to do, we are sure, to keep 
it b usy b ut it might well b e expanded into 
a planning and industrial development de­ 
partment. Or, it might b e enlarged into 
planning and metropolitan affairs with an 
eye on the b ase and the future. It could in­ 


clude the field of relationships with the fed­ 
eral government, with the state, the .Air­ 
port .Authority and other local levels of gov­ 
ernment. 
Within its purview could come the pro­ 
posed development of a dam on the Platte 
River near .Ashland, the emb ryonic associa­ 
tion of cities and towns in this area into a 
Southeast Neb raska complex, development 
of our soon to b e wholly owned electric utili- 
t> and a host of other things. It could oper­ 
ate in areas that are b ecoming increasing­ 
ly important to us b ut which now get, at 
b est, only the part-time attention of a pub ­ 
lic official whose major responsib ilities lie 
in another direction. Wc even have in Plan­ 
ning Engineer Douglas Brogden a young 
and energetic man whose b ackground would 
seem to make him well qualified to organ­ 
ize and direct such an e.xpanded operation. 
★ 
If we go the route of the proposed Har­ 
ris study, we will end up with an outline 
of action b ut still no means of carrying it 
out. What the Harris firm proposes to do 
sounds 
highly 
practical 
in 
a few 
in­ 
stances and highly ab stract in the main. 
It is the ab stract end of things that con­ 
cerns us. For $75,000 we should see some 
results and less fancy packaging. 
Thus, there are many things to consid­ 
er in looking at this proposal. No doub t we 
do need much of what is proposed in the 
Phase II study b ut is this the most advisab le 
way of getting it and is the expense justi­ 
fiab le? And what do we do with the study 
once we have it? Can it b e implemented 
with current resources of the city or will 
it still demand an expansion? 
F'ew would deny that the Air Base and 
its future constitute perhaps the b igge-it 
prob lem as well as po­ 
tential that Lincoln has 
faced in a long time. 
The prob lem will nev­ 
er b e solved or t h e 
potential realized simply b y sitting b ack 
and letting nature take its course. Thus, 
no great w'ave of criticism would b e ex­ 
pected if the Harris firm were retained for 
the proposed Phase II study. But it is 
hoped that such an undertaking would not 
find any stimulant in desperation and that 
it would b e preceded with a full understand­ 
ing of all facets of the picture b efore us. 
Time seems to have a way of making 
one less and less enamored with studies. 
The great fault of studies is that they are 
of value only to the extent of their imple­ 
mentation. This serves as no indictment of 
those who make the study b ut it is a b ur­ 
den upon those who are responsib le for hav­ 
ing the study made.

Johnson delivered 
his first message to Con­ 
gress after b ecoming Presi­ 
dent, the pub lic saw two 
elderly men standing b ehind 
him ~ Sen. Carl Hayden of 
Arizona, aged 86, and Speak­ 
er John McCormack of Bos­ 
ton. aged 72. 
There b eing no vice presi­ 
dent at that time. McCor­ 
mack would have b ecome 
President if anything had 
happened to Johnson. 
Many people wondered at 
that time what kind of man 
McCormack was 
and what 
kind of cooperation Presi­ 
dent Johnson would get from 
him. 
Here 
was

president 
whose grandfather had b een 
the Baptist preacher for Sam 
Houston, hero of the Lone 
Star state when Texas was 
still independent. On the oth­ 
er side was the first Catho­ 
lic speaker in history, a Bos­ 
ton Irishman whose grand­ 
parents on his father’s side 
migrated from County Cork 
and his mother’s side from 
County Kerry. When he was 
14 years old, McCormack’s 
father, a stone mason, died, 
and eight of his b rothers and 
sisters had b een struck down 
b y the flu epidemic of 1905-l» 6 
and other diseases.

Life and points of view are going to 
b e greatly different in America 15 years 
from now. asserts the Research Institutes 
of America. 
The industrial and economic b oom b y 
19 80, the Institute says, will give us a gross 
national product of $1.2 trillion, measured 
in 19 60 dollars. This is almost twice what 
it is today. 
The typical family will have an income 
of $9 ,800, a half again greater than today. 
The nation will have a population of 
260 million. This will pack people in so 
rightly that a great new market will b e 
opened—the market that provides privacy. 
The 65 and over population will increase 
29 %, b ut our Social Security structure will 
b e aided b ecause the nation as a whole 
will increase 50 percent. 
Industrial techniques will change great- 


ly due to advances in nuclear energy and 
electronics, to say nothing of b iological ad­ 
vance in the life giving sub stances. Metal 
will b e machined b y laser-like rays which 
will knock off molecules. Workmen will b e 
automated 
machine 
watchers. 
Physical 
work wdll largely b e out of the picture and 
there will b e shorter work weeks. 


Concepts of work will change radically. 
Man hours will b e a meaningless way of 
measuring output and the so-called “Protes­ 
tant ethic” of work for work’s sake will go 
out of the window. It will b e replaced b y a 
a modern version of the ancient Greek view 
which calls for more time to improve life 
values. 


But the advanced world will draw far­ 
ther away from the b ackward world and 
that will make for more lesser dictatorships 
and more troub le.

en college lib raries, to provide scholarships 
and loans for undergraduate students, to 
foster graduate study b y teachers, to as­ 
sist the construction of new college facili­ 
ties and to create a National Teachers 
Corps. Like most pieces of legislation that 
hav'e gone through the process of deb ate, 
accommodation and conference, it is imper­ 
fect and sub ject to valid criticism b y pro­ 
ponents and opponents. Nevertheless 
it 
presents a sound, constructive and exceed­ 
ingly useful program- It deserves the enthu­ 
siastic support of all those who b elieve that 
education is an important factor in the vi­ 
tality and strength of America. 
The chief ob jection to the Higher Ed­ 
ucation b ill agreed upon b y the House-Sen- 
ate Conference Committee appeared to re­ 
volve around the Teacher Corps. This 
Corps would operate, in point of fact, as 
an aid to elementary and secondary schools, 
rather than to colleges. It would authorize 
leaching teams made up of an experienced 
“master teacher” and three or four "ap ­ 
prentice teachers” who would furnish teach­ 
ing services, when requested, in school 
districts with a high concentration of low- 
income families. 
These teaching teams would b e Feder­ 
al employes under Federal authority, al­ 
though paid out of local school district funds, 
and critics have complained that this would 
constitute an undue intrusion of F'ederal au­ 
thority into local school autonomy The fear 
seems to us groundless. 
As passed, the b ill authorizes a Teacher 
Corps b ut does not authorize any funds 
for it. 


United Nations—Amb a-ssa- 
ador Arthur Goldb erg is find­ 
ing that the view of diplo­ 
macy from his station at the 
United Nations is decidedly 
different from the suave and 
social view from Washing­ 
ton. 
In Washingto-n. the diplo­ 
mats, ours and theirs, prac­ 
tice pub lic relations. At the 
U.N., they practice self-in­ 
terest in the form of cold, 
hard b argaining and an ever- 
shifting pattern of b loc vot­ 
ing. 
In Washington, visiting am­ 
b assadors try hard to main­ 
tain friendships with the all- 
p o w e r f u l President, the 
vState Department and lead­ 
ing memb ers of Congress 
who have some effect on 
policy and a great deal i>n 
appropriations.

natural that they make an 
effort to show their supe­ 
riors at home that they are 
making friends and influenc­ 
ing people, and their reports 
tend toward the rosy glow.

But it is 
at the U.N. where the clerk 
calls the roll and indelib le 
votes tell the story.

A noted physicist, nuclecr 


scientist and author Friday 
suggested that the U.S. divert 
its scientific energies f r o m 
the space race to a bio-medi- 
cal effort to double the l i t e 
span. 


"We could extend bum":: 


life to 100 or 120 years, cr 
even more, even double t h e 
present life expectancy," Dr. 
Ralph E. Lapp told a Nebras- 
ka Wesleyan University as- 
sembly. 


"We could divert our en- 


ergies to biology and medi- 
cine. We could take all the 
reasons why we die and elimi- 
nate them one by one." 


Meaningful After 


Such an effort should in- 


volve a twin drive to "tackle 
the diseases" and to sustain 
the brain so that life after 
100 would be useful 
and 


maningful, Lapp said. 


The $5.2 billion now spent 


each year on the space race 
is money poured down "an 
inverted rathole," Lapp said.

. Let's say you're playing 
this hand at four spades and 
West leads the king of hearts, 
Which you ruff. You ' can't 
avoid losing a diamond, so 
all your thoughts are concen- 
trated on losing two club 
tricks, not three. 
'.-, In line with this you cash 
fte K-A of spades, after 


which you lead a club to the 
king. When it wins the trick 
you are then faced with a 
vital decision. 


If you play a low club now, 


you go down, but if you play 
the queen, you make the con- 
tract, eventually losing a 
diamond and two clubs. This 
result is easy enough to ac- 
complish when you see the 
East-West cards, but is the 
queen the right play if you 
don't see the adverse cards? 


The answer 'to this is yes; 


the reason for it is that the 
queen is the percentage play. 


If you consider every pos- 


sible division of the outstand- 
ing clubs after the king wins' 
the first club lead, you find 
that the size of the club led 
next makes no difference if 
the clubs are divided either 
3-3 or 5-1. In these cases, 
you either make the contract 
or you don't; which play you 
select does not matter. 


It is only when the clubs 


are divided 4-2 that your play 
can make a difference, and, 
if all pertinent cases are ex- 
amined, you find that the 


eight play gains only when 
East started with the double-- 
ton ace, while the queen 
play gains whenever East 
has four dubs to the A-J or 
A-10. 


The hands where East has 


four clubs to the A-J or A-10 
outnumber those where East 
has the doubleton ace by 
about 2 to 1, and the queen 
is therefore the percentage 
play. The basis for the queen 
play is the hope that it will 
force the ace and at the same 
time fell the jack or ten. 
What the queen play amounts 
to is an effort to kill two 
birds with one stone.

"Of course we never went 


out of the state to recruit." 
The 1941 Rose Bowl team 
consisted entirely of Ne- 
braska boys.

men blanketed Nebraska at 
sunrise this morning in prey 
of t h i s 
Corn-Belt 
State's 


prime pheasant crop. 


The hunting will continue 


for some time as Nebraska 
boasts the longest pheasant 
season in the nation—93 days. 


The daily bag limit t h i s 


year is four birds, with 20 
allowed in possession. T h e 
shooting of hen 
pheasants 


will be permitted the final 16 
days in western, southwest 
and northeast areas. One hen 
a day may be taken f r o m 
Jan. 8 through Jan. 23. 


Game technicians 
h a v e 


placed the Nebraska pheas- 
ant population at between 5 
million and 6 million, about 
average but a little better 
than last year. An estimated 
3 million birds will be mowed 
down during the long cam- 
paign. 


State Game Commission di- 


rector Mel 0. Steen said the 
Nebraska pheasants had a 
good late nesting season that 
will add to the already bright 
prospects. 


"There are plenty of birds 


for everyone. There should 
be a lot of happy, satisfied 
hunters," Steen said. 


More non-resident hunters 


are expected in Nebraska 
this season because of re- 
ports that pheasant popula- 
tions are down in neighbor- 
ing South Dakota and Iowa. 
The American Broadcasting 
Company (ABC) will televise 
a special program Monday on 
Nebraska pheasants for tape 
r e p l a y on its 
American 


Sportsman series. 


Best hunting in Nebraska 


is expected near gravel and 
dirt roads off the beaten 
trail. Those gunners who get 
out and work fields and areas 
of heavy cover are also ex- 
pected to harvest limits. 


Lower watering points are 


reported to have jungle-like 
cover which will make it 
hard, even for the veteran 
hunter, to maneuver. D o g s 
will come in handy here. 


The top hunting regions 


this year are in northeast, 
central and southwest Nebras- 
ka. The cities of McCook, 
Hastings, Holdrege, Broken 
Bow, 
Norfolk, Fremont and 


Wayne have been f l o o d e d 
with requests for lodging and 
quarters.

in some northeast cities,"

Also, there are plenty of ducks but few 
hunters. Best area is from the Santee 
area of the Missouri River west to Nio- 
brara. 


SANDHILLS 


Pheasants look good north of Ainsworth 


in irrigated farm areas and in Custer 
County. Valley and Sherman counties re- 
port many pheasants and are expecting 
in influx of nonresident hunters. Cherry 
County has ducks, but no one is after 
them.

areas, and prospects are bright for the 
opener, but cover is heavy. 


Pintails, mallards and 
green-winged 


leal have been sighted in th waterfowl 
rain water basin.

part of Phelps County. The North Platte 
area has many ducks, mostly mallards, 
but hunting pressure has been slight. 


PANHANDLE 
Pheasant prospects range from fair to 


good. The southern half

county has good numbers of birds. The 
area around Alliance reports an excellent 
outlook with many nonresident hunters 
on hand. The cover is heavy, and gun- 
ners may have to pass UP some shots 
because of the late hatch. Because the 
jirds are young, it may be difficult to 
tell hens from roosters in some cases. 


Top duck hunting is available around 


Gering and Scottsbluff with mallards on
